of tht . Uillversity ^ and of student 
organizations, society and fraternity 
lews, editorials, imd various other 
Jems of ■ interest to the studen* 
'^>txly- 

In, IJa second year The Hatchet, 
making its Initial expansion, be- 
came a regular newspaper Instead 
of a magazine. In J909 the division 
of news into depar.tmeots was aboK 
isHed, the editor declaring "The 
Hatchet Is a paper for the entire 
Unlvetsjty, and not for each depart- 
ment.'* . ' .1 ^ ^ 

With Volume. 12 the paper was 
enlarged from four to five columns. 
Mn -the next year,, newsprint pa{^r. 
such as^ The Hgtchet la printed on 
today. WAS adopted. The first caV- 
footi appeared Irt 19%. 

In 1925 the latent compulsnrv 
University fe.e was edited. Includ- 
ing a subscription to The Hatchet, 
This brought Tha Hatchet’s circu- 
lation up to 5,5(X), which wqs'noted 
at the time being ♦'larger than 
ihal of any other college weeklv 
publication in the United States.”

• "HITLER will get more," 
said. Dr. Lowell Joseph Ragatz, 
professor of European History 
at the University, when he 
spoke to the members and 
guests of Alpha Kappa Psl, profes- 
sional commerce fraternity, at their 
34th Anniversary meeting last 
Wednesday In Columbian House. 

Dr. Ragatz believes that (Germany 
will get back her colonies through 
an International Conference held 
here at Washington, and that the 
war debts will be cancelled. 

‘♦Europe will probably stabilize, 
with Germany having everything 
the wants, except western Russia." 
he said. . . — ' 

Blames Treaty 

Ragatz placed the cause of the 
current happenings In Germany on 
(he weaknesses of the Versailles 
Treaty. Germany was foiled to rign 
a treaty In which, they had no part 
in the making, and which was not 
based on thw *14- points.** 

The Allies again blundered by do- 
ing practically everything to kill 
the German Republic— refusing to 
let It trade on the old terms, re- 
fusing to grant loans, heavy Indem- 
niUet; etc. This proved tq be a 
costly srror becauss H eaussd tiM 
birth of ths Nail roovamsnt. hsa^ 
ed by HtUer. Germany then 
padlafed the trsaty sf^ by st^. 
until it was finally scrapped la its 
entirety. • 

Hitler wtMed up to the crisis by 
beginning an attack on Caacboalo- 
vtkla, vte eritlelalaf tht "melty" lo 


.Ethiopia. Great Britain had hardly 
orfy army or navy, to rely on. 

“France* Is In a state of flux— the 
HepubJIc is entirely ruined, and a 
•evolution is expected before the 
•nd of the year.” She has no money, 
laving subsidized Czechoslovakia. 
:ept up the Polish army, and main- 
lined the Jugoslavian and Rouman- 
, in 'armies. Her credit Is no good, 
ind she Is ready to collapse. 

In Russia things are so upset and 
■ncertaln that she was In no po«l- 
. ion to play any part In European 
ffalrs. 

The prasrnt prime minister will- 
robably be put In as president of 
^zechoslovtltia. Ragatz said, his 
towers having been indicated when 
ie put down the army a few days 
'go and kept them from fighting 
'Vrmany. This scllon will in all 
ikelihood lead to Czechoslovakia's 
'wcoming a German protectorate. 
Tlame America 

Not a few place the blame of the 
^risls on America for our yielding 
'll of the proposed 14 points, except 
he last one, which provided for a 
’,eague of Nations. In which we did 
not join. By not doing sd, we were 
'insblc to prevent “France from 
nutting the screws on the German 
’Republic.” which led to (he fwma* 
'ion of the dictatorship and the re- 
•nt crisis.

• IF THE RECENT crisis in 
central Europe had reached the 
stage of warfare, four Univer- 
sity history students would have 
been caught in the zone of hos- 
tilities. 

Kathryn Murphy. Helen Dengler, 
Thomas Randolph Hall, and Gordon 
Wright were those who narrowly 
escaped b^ing caught in the war 
zone. 

Vacation In Europe 

Miss Murphy,- who is studying 
for a Master's degree gnder* Prof. 
I.x)well J. Ragafz, and Miss Dehgier, 
who is majoring in European hisr 
lory, left for a vacation in France 
and Germany at the end of the la$t 
summer session. ' . 

The international situation took 
a turn for*the worse when, the girls 
entered- GermanySsept. 19.* At tempt- 
ing to get back to the United States 
l)efore conditions became tbo peril- 
ous. they were reported to have 
taken passage qn. the steamship Eu- 
ropa. which*, after leaving port, was 
ordered to turn back to Clermany 
when war seemed ‘immiheni. 

Although this postponed (heir ar- 
rival In the United States, the stu- 
dents are expected back in a w*eek 
or two, according to Professor Ra- 
gaiz. . ^ 

Thomas Randolph Hall, who was 
awarded -his -Master’s deg^ree hero 
under Professor Ragatz a few years 
ago, was in Prague doing research 
work among White Ru.ssian refu- 
gees wiien tha crisis became acute. 
His last letter to professor Ragatz, 
however, indicated that he intended 
to leave fpr Parl^ immediately. 

Hall received a University of Chi- 
cago fellowship after obtaining his 
Master’s degree, arid later received 
a one-year Social Science Research 
Council Fellowship to study in Eu- 
rope. . 

A specialist ' ip Russian history, 
Hall expected to work in the Pet- 
rograd archives when he left for 
Europe last. November. He was de- 
nied a Russian visa, however, when 
he attempted to enter Russia at the 
time of the Stalin purge. 

. He was deygling .jtis time -to 
Prague, Paris, and occasional trips 
to the Balkan States, when the sit- 
uation made advisable his return to 
Paris. 

Wright Alto In Paris 

Gordon Wright, whp came frorri 
Leland Stanfprd to the University 
to study under Dean Kayser and 
Professor Ragatz, was in Western 
Germany on a fellowship when war 
threatened. Like Hall, he Is now 
also reported to be back at research 


In Paris. 

After leaving the University, 
Wright received an American Field 
Service Fellowship for one year to 
study the origins of republicanism 
under the Second French Empire. 
Finding such a wealth of material 
in French archives, he received an 
additional grant fpr further study 
^from the Carnegie Endowment 
F'oundation. Last November he left 
France to do research In Western 
Germany and was in that region 
until his recent return to Paris.
